As I complete the assembling of 
this program booklet, the largest yet in G- 
FEST history, 1 am amazed at the depth and 
variety of all that our annual gathering of 
Godzilla fans offers. For starters, it seems to 
me that the programming schedule is so 
packed with interesting sessions that it will 
be difficult to choose which ones to attend 
and which ones to miss. 

Like the program book, the list of 
people participating in the convention in an 
“official” capacity is the largest ever. This 
tells me that more people are seeing G-FEST as not just a place to 
have fun and take in what’s on offer, but also to offer something 
themselves.

We not only have a costume 
parade, but a tokusatsu thread that allows those costumes to be used 
in kaiju video productions that offer the experience of suit acting and 
filming to anyone who wishes to take part. 

These are just a few of the areas where G-FEST is 
expanding and improving year by year. The reason this is happening is 
because G-fans themselves are stepping forward and making them 
happen. Martin Arlt is responsible for putting together the superb 
programming schedule. Stan Hyde has organized the model program. 
The tokusatsu thread is the “baby” of Paul Gavins. Michael McCants 
oversees the Mecha-G Arcade. Jeff Horne puts together the in-house 
TV channel and the Film Festival. David Nunes runs the Dealer room 
and the charity effort. Steve Pazenski organizes and runs the Art 
Display room, Frank Parr the burgeoning Artist Alley, and Andy 
Steele the main hall AV. Tim Bean takes care of the special guests and 
their needs. Payton Lees coordinates the volunteers, Eric Mortensen 
mans the registration desk, and a very long list of presenters (see page 
21) share their knowledge of and enthusiasm for the hobby we all 
love. Be sure to take a moment to thank these G-fans for all they do. 

These people are at work long before G-FEST, and then are 
joined on the ground by the guests and volunteers and artists and 
dealers (and their helpers) who work so hard during the G-FEST 
weekend, to pull off an event that is a source of pleasure and pride for 
everyone that’s involved in it.

BIN FURUYA 

When wc welcome actor Bin 
Furuya back to G-FEST, we are also 
welcoming the original Ultraman. Mr. 

Furuya was the man in the Ultra-suit for 
the First season of that genre classic. The 
following year, he went on to play Ultra 
Garrison member Amagi in the sequel 
series, Ultra-7. 

Less widely known, however, is 
that Mr. Furuya also played a number of 
smaller roles in many of the Toho kaiju 
and sci-fi films of the Golden Age of 
Japanese monster movies. More recently, 
he starred in the new wave Ultra-movie, Ultra Galaxy: Mega Monster 
Battle and the satirical Monster X Strikes Back: Attack the G8 Summit. 
He has recently penned his autobiography, and remains a popular 
promoter of Ultraman to this day. 



HIROKO SAKURAI 

Hiroko Sakurai is an actress, 
producer, and author, long known to 
Ultraman fans as the popular and perky 
character Science Patrol member Akiko 
Fuji, the only female member of the 
Science Patrol. 

Her relationship with the Ultra 
universe began with Ultra Q in 1966, and 
she has since played in many Ultraman 
television series and films, the latest 
being Superior Ultraman 8 Brothers. Ms. 

Sakurai has also authored three Ultraman- 
related books, including Akiko Fujiko’s 
Story: Secrets Behind the Filming of Ultraman, on 2006. 

This year marks Ms. sakurai’s first appearance at G-FEST, and 
she will be honored with the coveted Mangled Skyscraper Award for her 
many contributions to the kaiju genre.

HIROSHI SAGAF. 

Hiroshi Sagae is a master maquette 
sculptor, and model maker for the film and toy 
collectibles industries. He has contributed 
maquette sculpts, miniature work, and 
production designs for numerous kaiju films, 
such as GMK, Rebirth of Mothra, Camera 3, 
and Monster X Strikes Back. Ilis sculpting work 
was also featured in Ultraman Saga in 2012. 

Sagae-san has also contributed his 
talent to creating the Gian Hall of Fame Award 
and participating in the G-FEST modeling 
thread. He is currently involved in the 
Gotouchi Kaiju Project in Japan, wherein a series of kaiju mascots arc 
being created for various localities around Japan. You can check out his 
work at gotouchikaiju.com.

August Ragone is one of the most 
authoritative historians of Japanese science 
fiction and fantasy films working in English, 
and is the Rondo Award-winning author of the 
highly-lauded Eiji Tsuburaya: Master of 
Monsters, chronicling the life and career of the 
visual effects master. He has written for several 
publications (starting with the Japanese 
Fantasy Film Journal and including G-FAN), 
was the co-editor of Markalitc magazine, and 
the Special Features Producer for Shout 
Factory’s DVD releases of the classic Gamcra 
films, the Ultra series, and several other tokusatsu-rclated releases. You 
can follow' August at his multi-Rondo nominated blog “The Good, The 
Bad, and Godzilla”: augustragone.blogspot.com.

You need to turn right at the 
intersection and the theater will be right there, then it is every 
man for himself for parking. There is a metered parking lot 
almost right across the street which is free after hours (for the 
Friday and Saturday night showings).

He has 
been inspired by the work of many 
of the artists in Artist Alley and 
hopes that someday he will work 
on a comic book! 

2. Barbi Smith is a 23 year vet¬ 
eran of self-publishing who cut 
her teeth with Illusion Studios and 
Legacy Entertianment: ACC, be¬ 
fore co-founding Dragonfyre Stu¬ 
dios in 2005. This talented writer 
and editor has her hands in every 
aspect of the studio.

HISTORY OF G-FEST 


In 1993, western fans of Godzilla and other Japa¬ 
nese monsters discovered a rallying point for their hobby in a 
new fanzine called G-FAN. Created by Canadian high school 
teacher and long-time Godzilla fanatic J.D. Lees, the bi¬ 
monthly ‘zine gained popularity, and finally “went national” with 
issue #9. 

By the summer of 1994, many of the people who had 
sub-mitted articles and art to G-FAN decided it was time to 
meet face to face. A “Friends of G-FAN” meeting was 
organized for the Labor Day weekend at a Howard Johnson’s 
outside Chicago, and attended by about twenty hardy souls. 
Though they had never met one another before, the sharing of 
experiences, Godzilla memories, and collectibles created an 
instant rapport. Such a good time was had that a full-fledged 
convention was planned for summer, 1995. It took place in the 
Radisson Hotel Arlington Heights, and was repeated in 1996, 
and at the Wyndham Hotel in ‘97, and ‘98. In 1999 and 2000, 
G-FEST moved to California, then returned to the Radisson in 
2001. Outgrowing the hotel, the convention moved “down the 
street” in 2004 to the Crowne Plaza. 

Over the years, many features have been added to G- 
FEST that have proved popular with attendees year after year. 
A highlight of G-FEST is always the Modeling Thread, organ¬ 
ized and staged by Stan G. Hyde. Modeling instruction has 
become a stand-alone, two-day event, and the Model Contest 
is always a focal point of interest. Other contests have also 
been mainstays over the years. The Costume Parade has 
always been popular, and has grown under the stewardship 
of Paul Gavins, now offering its own award for costume 
craftsmanship, the Foamie! From the Costume Thread has 
sprung the Tokusatsu Thread, actual filming of kaiju scenes 
and movies, allowing G-FEST attendees to “live the dream” of 
monster filmmaking 

The amateur video contest (overseen by Mark 
Justice), music video contest (coordinated by Andy Steele), art 
show (managed by Steve Pazenski), gaming (now called

Mecha G Arcade, and organized by Michael McCants), and 
Artists Alley (organized by Frank Parr, and growing like 
Hedorah!) all add to the variety of events at G-FEST. The G- 
FEST Film Festival, organized by Jeff Horne, has added an 
international aspect to the convention. A special series of 
presentations aimed at younger fans is staged by Mark 
Matzke and his family, and special “Make It & Take It” model 
making/painting sessions are also aimed at younger G-fans. 

In recognition of special contributions made by 
individuals to the production and/or promotion of the 
Japanese monster genre, 1999 saw the introduction of The 
Mangled Skyscraper Award. Every award is hand crafted by 
Gene Rizzardi (head of the model-making crew on Godzilla) 
based on an idea by Stan Hyde and a design by J.D. Lees. 
Each year, the Mangled Skyscraper is presented at a special 
ceremony. Recipients are recognized based on their 
contributions to the kaiju eiga genre. 

More recently, in an effort to recognize fan 
contributions, a G-fan Hall of Fame has been instituted, and 
three new inductees have been named each year beginning 
in 2014. A special plaque designed and created by Hiroshi 
Sagae is presented to each inductee. 

G-FEST also raises funds for deserving causes 
under the banner “G-fans Helping G-fans.” This effort, 
coordinated by Dave Nunes, has raised thousands of dollars 
over the years, and benefited a variety of causes including 
kids with autism, kids with disabilities, Japan earthquake 
relief, and more. 

One of the hallmarks of G-FEST has always been its 
friendly and relaxed atmosphere. It is truly a convention 
staged by fans, for fans, heavily dependent on volunteers. If 
you wish to become more involved, please feel free to contact 
our volunteer coordinator Payton Lees at 
(paytonlees08@gmail.com). 

Though Godzilla’s admirers are many, we are 
scattered widely. G-FEST offers a weekend of kaiju toys, 
games, activities, contests, and camaraderie, a warm and 
welcoming experience where age is irrelevant. When it comes 
to Godzilla, we’re all kids at heart.
